lt is claimed by him and those who adopt 


his visiw.-:, that the constitutional provision 


declares that "the judicial power 


shall extend to all cases in law and equity, 
ari.-iin^ under this constitution, the laws of 
1 "iiited Slates nnd the treaties made, or 
which shall be made under their authority, 
ijc.. authorised congress to pass the 25th 
=»r-tiou of the judiciary act, which vests in 
the supreme court of the United States pow- 
er and jurisdiction to examine and revise 
the judgments of slate courts, where the va- 
lidity of any act of congress or authority of 
the United States comes in question and 
the decision of the state court is ai/ainst the 
ruHdilt/ of the act of congress or the author- 
ity of the United States ; that in the judicial 
department of constitutional government 
resides the power of declaring what legisla- 
tive enactments are or are not in conflict 
with the constitution. It is further claimed 
bv them that the judgment of the highest 
judicial tribunal, upon the constitutionality 
of a legislative enactment, is binding upon 
the people and all inferior tribunals of that 
government. They also hold that the state 
conrls are inferior tribunals to the supreme 
court of the United States, in or as to cases 
arising under the constitution of the United 
States or under the laws of the United 
States: that the judgments of tho supreme 
court, of the United States in such cases, 
arc of the same binding efficacy upon state 
court3. as upon the courts of the United 
States, which are confessedly inferior to it. 
Now suppose congress should pass an act 
vesting in the district courts of the United 
States power and jurisdiction to have per- 
sons indicted for murder committed within 
the states and tn try the offender and to pass 
judgment upon him, and as a punishment 
should prescribe the penalty of death ? A 
citizen of this state is indicted in-the district 
court of the United States, under the pro- 
visions of such an art, is tried, and convict- 
ed, and sentenced to he hung, and is im- 
prisoned in the custom house awaiting exe- 
cution. He applies to the supreme court of 
this state for a writ of habeas corpus. 
In 


such a case we think from.the statement of 
the chief justice, he would not refuse the 
writ. In such a case there could be no 
question, that congress would have attempt- 
ed to legislate upon a subject which is not 
within any of the provisions of the constitu- 
tion of the United States, containing grants 
of power. 


Having granted the writ we suppose the 


chief justice would discharge him from that 
imprisonment on the ground that the act of 
congress, under which he was convicted, was 
unconstitutional and void, and that there- 
fore the judgment of the district court would 
be £i nullitv, it having no jurisdiction over 
the subject matter. 


But the United States brings a writ of er- 


ror to remove the judgment into the su- 
preme court of the United States, to be 
there examined and revised. The supreme 
court of this state refuse to obey the writ or 
make any return whatever, because, as they 
judge, the act is so palpably and clearly 
void, as to confer no jurisdiction upon the 
district court, and that therefore the case 
which it had tried and given judgment in, 
u-asnril a case arising under the constitution

being unconstitutional, it was no law, just 
:-.s the supreme court of this state did say, 
with reference to the fugitive slave law, in 
the first of the Booth cases. The supreme 
court of the United States however permit 
a certified copy of the record of the state 
court to be filed in the case, and proceed to 
examine the record and finally reverse the 
judgment of the state court and send back a 
command to it, to render judgment accerd- 
ingly, and remand the prisoner to the custo- 
dy of the marshal. 
Would the chief justice 


hold that the conrt should refuse to receive 
the mandate? Or would he say, receive it 
tuid give judgment accordingly? 


Taking him at his word we must suppose 


that he would refuse. Bnt wliy refuse?— 
v.-hv, because congress had attempted to le- 
gislate upon a subject not within any of the 
provisions of the constitution of the United 
State containing any grant of power. 
This 


we think would be a good reason for refus- 
ing, in the case supposed. Bnt let us see 
why it should apply and govern in this case 
any more than in the Booth cases. The 
chief justice tells us that as an original 
question, he should most unhesitatingly de- 
clare the fugitive slave act void. That the 
arguments made against it in the supreme 
court of this state and elsewhere, as matter 
of logic and sound reason, are conclusive. 
AVe arc bound to believe from this state- 
ment of his, that had he been on the bench 
when those cases were before the court, he 
wonkl hive concurred with Smith and Whi- 


the United States have adjuged it to be con- 
stitutional. He does not now act upon the 
question in accordance with his jowu judi- 
cial opinion, in consonance with conclusive 
irrefutable 
reason and logic. 
He is as 


clearly aud unhesitatingly of the .'opinion 
that the fugitive slave law is void as> he 
could be that the law we have supposed 
would be. And yet with his cleat' and un- 
hesitating opinion that the law is unconsti- 
tutional, with that opinion strengthened and 
sustained by the conclusive aud unanswer- 
able logic of the arguments made against it. 
in the supreme court of this state and else- 
where, he submits to the decision of the su- 
preme conrt of the United States upon the 
subject, holds it to be efficacious and-bind- 
ing upon the supreme court of this slate, 
notwithstanding the judgment may have 
but little or no weight, in any other case. 


Now why does lie thus submit? He has 


answered. It is because he acknowledges 
the appellate jurisdiction of the supreme 
court of the United States in all cases aris- 
ing under the laws of the United States 
where the decision of the state courts is ad- 
verse to or against the validity of the law of 
the United States. And the supreme court 
of the United States having adjudged that 
the fugitive slave act was constitutional, and 
..hat too, in the very case before the court, 
he as a judge of the supreme court o! this 
state was bound by that judgment. 


Now are there sowie unconatitiili/innl laws 


or acts which congress may pass, which will 
be binding if the supreme court of the Uni- 
ted States shall adjudge them to be 


always remembering that " eternal vigilance 
is the price of liberty."

first decision in the Booth case, and laid the 
state rights doctrine fairly before the peo- 
ple, have the people once faltered in ratify- 
ing and sustaining that doctrine. The de- 
mocracy since then have triumphed in state 
politics, but never once on a question which 
involved this issue. The election between 
Cole and Crawford was the first test on :t. 
The democracy had bean and were then un- 
questionably in the ascendant, and Craw- 
ford was their candidate. He was also sup- 
ported by at least two republican papers, 
and we are not sure but more.

stitutional : but if it. be unconstitutional, it is 
void. 
Now can it be said that the supreme 


court of the United States has appellate 
jurisdiction in cases arising under one set 
or class of unconstitutional acts of congress, 
and not in cases arising under another class 
or set? The judiciary act vests the power 
and jurisdiction in all cases where the judg- 
ment of the state court is against the validi- 
ty of the law, and never where the law is 
sustained. Thia shows clearly, not only 
that there are no unconstitutional laws ex- 
ceptecl, but that the manifest intent of con- 
gress was that power should bs vested in 
the court, to reverse every judgment of a 
state conrt wherein any act passed by con- 
gress was declared invalid, and that in no 
case should there be a, final judgment against 
the validity of any congressional enactment 
pronounced in any court bnt the supreme 
court of the United States. 


The chief justice, and all who admit the 


appellate jurisdiction of the supreme court 
of the United States, if they would pvi'serve 
their consistency, would be compelled, in 
the case of the citizen convicted of murder 
and sentenced to be hung, by the district 
court of the United States, to admit the 
binding efficacy of the judgment, of the su- 
preme court of the United States upon Ihe 
constitutionality of the law under which he 
is supposed to have been sentenced, and in 
the dilemma in which they have placed 
themselves to exclaim, " let'him hunt/."—• 
This is the result and consequence of the 
position of the chief justice, and his little 
"stum}] speech in the belli/" of his opinion 
cannot help him out. Take the other and 
the true ground. The ground occupied by 
the republican party and their candidate for 
chief justice, that the state courts are not 
inferior to the federal courts in any ease ; 
that their judgments Q.VS final, and not sub- 
ject to review in ths supreme court of the 
United States ; that the supreme court of 
the United States has no power to make an 
unconstitutional act of congress constitu" 
tional, nor bind. " the states, their officers 
nor the people thereof" by such judgment, 
and there can never arise any ditlicutty ; the 
state courts will continue in the exercise of 
their 
constitutional powers, keeping in 


check the spirit of expansion now so rife in 
the courts and other departments of the 
general government. 
By this means we 


shall effectually resist the incipient step ta 
ken by the judicial power to sap the founda- 
tions of liberty, and undermine the verj 
ground-works upon which the rights of the 
people and the states was supposed by the 
fathers of the republic to securely rest, 
The 


history of every government shows that the 
first attack upon the liberties of the people 
has beeu made through the judiciary. Judici 
al tyranny is the most insiduous ; its attacks 
are made cautiously and silently : here anc 
there a man is struck down under the form. 
of law ; and step by step it, advances to th. 
goal, but so noiselessly that it is reached ant 
the power of the tyrant established, before 
the victim is aware of the approach of tht 
oppressor. 
If we would preserve our liber 


ties we must guard the outposts, we must be 
watchful ever, in season and out of season 


of Tennessee, for Mr. Crow's liberal bill, 
which recently passed the house. Mr. John- 
son's bill excludes from among those who 
shall have the benefit of the public lands, 
single men over 21 years of age, widowers 
without children, and foreigners who may 
declare their intentions after the passage of 
the bill, and only allows those who may be 
recipients of land under the bill, to receive 
alternate sections. 


In the Maryland senate recently Dr. 


Lynch of Baltimore county offered ati or- 
der appropriating $500 to the colonization 
society to send Henry Winter Davis to 
Liberia. He prefaced that remark with a 
few remarks to the effect that Mr. Davis' 
loss would not be felt, and that he might 
find a field of labor, immortalize his name, 
and live honored and respected in the col- 
ony.

THE QUESTION- OP NOZZLES. — All

Here is a chance to 
revive the question : 


A man in New York lias invented a new 


nozzle for hose pipe. The invention con- 
fists of three nozzles of different sixes fas- 
tened to a revolving plate eccentric to the 
end of the pipe, so that by simply turning 
the plate either of the nozzles can be 
brought to the end of the pipes. The ad- 
vantage is that when it is necessary to 
change from a small to a large stream, or the 
reverse during the progress of a fire instead 
of having to unscrew the pipe, the change 
can be made by simply pushing upon a 
spring.

" Tho lawyers of Wisconsin have promise 


of a rich harvust for long years to come 
from the unsettling of our whole system of 
taxation by the recent decision of the su- 
preme court in regard to the railroad tax. 
If this decision operates to the extent gen- 
erally conceded, no tax has been legally as- 
sessed since the passage of the railroad law 
now declared unconstitutional. This deci- 
sion and the one in regard to what consti- 
tutes general laws, in the Mineral Point 
county seat case, will afford a wide field of 
controversy and go far to destroy confidence 
in the stability of our legislative and judi- 
cial character." 


So saj-s the Madison Journal. We have 


conversed with good lawyers who are of 
opinion that the recent decision of the su- 
preme court does not affect the legality of 
the taxes generally. We confess we can- 
not understand the grounds on which they 
base their opinion. The court decided that 
the mode of levying railroad or plankroad 
taxes violated that provision of the constitu- 
tion which requires thnt all taxes shall be 
levied by a uniform mode. If the mode in 
which these taxes were levied destroyed the 
uniformity of the mode of levying taxes, 
how could it fail to afreet all the taxes ?— 
We shall be glad to give place to any eluci- 
dation of the point by a competent hand.— 
Free Dem. 


The same view is taken by at least some 


of our citizens of the effect of this late de- 
cision as followed the decision in relation.to 
the provision in our city charter discrimina- 
ting in the taxation of farming lands within 
the city limits. Between the laws regula- 
ting taxation and the decisions of the su- 
preme court, everything is in a beautiful 
state of uncertainty, and the lawyers will 
have fat pickings in unraveling the mystery.
